1. JAPANESE CCD DEPREP YATABE GAVE US DELOFF GIVAN 
JULY 8 PAPER REQUESTING CLARIFICATION OF POINTS IN US 

DRAFT ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION TREATY (FULL TEXT OF JAPANESE 
PAPER BELOW). SEPARATE JAPANESE PAPER WAS PROVIDED ON US CONVEN- 
TIONAL ARMS INITIATIVE (REPORTED SEPTEL). 

2. IN SUBSEQUENT CONVERSTION OKA (JAPAN) SAID THAT 

IN ADDITION TO US RESPONSES TO QUESTIONS IN ENMOD PAPER. 

JAPANESE WOULD APPRECIATE ANY INFORMATION USDEL CAN 
PROVIDE ON "MOTIVATION” BEHIND US DRAFT. HE SAID THAT 
THIS QUESTION WAS OMMITTED FROM PAPER BECAUSE IT IS 
CONSIDERED "RATHER SENSITIVE" BUT THAT TOKYO HAD 
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RAISED QUESTION FOR ANY RESPONSE USDEL WISHED TO 
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PROVIDE. IN RESPONSE TO QUERY, OKA SAID THAT TERM 
"WARFARES" IN PARA 3(1) OF PAPER WAS MISTRANSLATION 
FROM JAPANESE AND SHOULD READ "MILITARY TECHNIQUES." 

3. ACTION REQUESTED: GUIDANCE FOR RESPONDING TO 
JAPANESE DEL. 

4. TEXT FOLLOWS: BEGIN TEXT 

(1) THE IDEA OF THE TREATY TO PROHIBIT THE MILITARY USE 

OF ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES CAN BE ENDORSED, 
ALTHOUGH IT IS NOT VERY CLEAR TO US HOW FAR AND WIDE OR TO 
WHAT EXTENT THE POSSIBILITIES OF THE MILITARY USE OF ENVIRON- 
MENTAL MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES EXTEND TODAY. 

(2) AS THE IMPORTANCE OF THE PEACEFUL USES OF ENVIRON- 
MENTAL MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES IS EXPECTED TO INCREASE IN 
FUTURE, THE DEVELOPMENT AND THE USES OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES SHOULD NOT 
BE HAMPERED. IN THIS CONNECTION, IT IS NOTED THAT THE 
UNITED STATES' DRAFT TREATY HAS GIVEN DUE CONSIDERATION 
TO SUCH A CONCERN, WHILE THE SOVIET DRAFT IS NOT VERY 
CLEAR. 

IT IS ALSO CONSIDERED TO BE IMPORTANT TO PROMOTE 
INTERNATIONL COOPERATION WHICH INCLUDES THE EXCHANGE OF 
INFORMATION IN THE FIELD OF PEACEFUL USES OF ENVIRON- 
MENTAL MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES, AND ACCORDINGLY, DUE 
CONSIDERATION SHOULD BE GIVEN TO SUCH COOPERATION. 

(3) CLARIFICATIONS BY THE UNITED STATES CONCERNING THE 
FOLLOWING POINTS ARE DESIRED: 

(1) APART FROM THE METEOROLOGICAL WARFARE WHICH USE 
THE RAINFALL MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES, IT CAN BE CONSIDERED 
THAT THE WARFARES WHICH CAUSE EARTHQUAKES, TSUNAMIS, ETC., 

AND WHICH ARE POWERFUL ENOUGH SO AS TO BE OF ANY MILITARY 
SIGNIFICANCE, ARE THOSE WHICH USE THE ENERGY GENERATED FROM 
NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS; HENCE.HOW DOES THE UNITED STATES DRAFT 
TREATY DEAL WITH ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES WHICH 
USE NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS? 
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(2) WHAT IS THE EXTENT OF "WIDESPREAD, LONG-LASTING, 

SEVERE EFFECTS" AS PROVIDED FOR IN THE UNITED STATES' 

DRAFT? IN OTHER WORDS, HOW WIDE-SPREAD, LONG-LASTING AND 
SEVERE ARE THE "WIDESPREAD, LONG-LASTING, SEVERE EFFECTS"? 

WHAT ARE THE ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES 
WHICH CAN AT PRESENT BE USED FOR MILITARY PURPOSES? IF 
THERE ARE ANY, A CONCRETE STATEMENT CONCERNING THEM IS 
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DESIRED. END TEXT 
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
